affected to the Proteſtant Religion, at the Diet of the Meet- 
ing of the ſaid Eſtafes, having repaired to this City of 
Edinburgh, from Glaſcow, the Shire of Argyle, and other 
Weſtern Shires, did at the deſire, and by Marrand 
bf the Eſtates, put themſelves to Arms, and lince have 
lo continued Watching and Warding, under the Com- 
mand of the Earl of Levin, and demeaned themſelves 
Soberly and Honeſtly, and been Active and Inſtru⸗ 
mental to pꝛevenk Tumults, and to ſecure the Peace 
and Quiet of this Peeting and Place; and there be⸗ 
ing now ſome Scots Regiments arrived here, under the 
Command of Majoꝛ⸗General Mecay, The Eſtates do 
therekoꝛe hereby Pkclare, at what is paſt, was 
god, acceptable and ſeaſonable Her vice, and do ap⸗ 
pꝛove the ſame; and hereby gives Oꝛder to the ſaid 
Earl of Levin to Diſ band them, and allows them to 
return with their Arms to their reſpective Homes, and 
do return their Thanks to the Perſons who have 
been employed.
